Story is That Prisoner Waylaid Buggy in 

Which Rode Girl, Who Had Jilted Him, 

and Opened Fire on Her 



John Gallagher was arrested, last 
Thursday night by the sheriff of Ke- 
nosha county in Kenosha and locked up 
in • the Lake county jail, charged with 
shooting with attempt to kill hisformer 
sweetheart, Loretta Doyle of Wads- 
worth, last July. The credit for the 
capture belongs to the father, Michael 
Doyle, and State's Attorney Ralph J. 
Dady, who went' to Kenosha at noon, 
and with the aid of Sheriff Gunter lo- 
cated Gallagher at his boarding house. 
\ The crime for which Gallagher stands 
accused was committed about the mid- 
dle of last July. Miss Loretta Doyle 
was being driven to her home by an 
■escort of whom Gallagher was extremely 
jealous. The girl had turned Gallagher 
adrift previously. 

It is alleged that he waited in ambush 
and fired six shots at the couple before 
and as they passed him in the buggy. 
One of the Bhota Btruck Miss Doyle in 
the leg, inflicting a wound from the 
effects of which she has not yet recov? 
ered, and others riddled the dash board. 
Posses were unable to locate Gallagher, 
as he skipped first to Minnesota and Da- 
kota and later came back to Kenosha. 

Gallagher until recently had been em- 
ployed in the brass foundry at Kenosha. 
When State's Attorney Dady and 
Michael Doyle went to Kenosha they 
found that he was no longer employed 
there, but that he had made application 
for a position to an employment agency. 
His boarding place was ascertained 
from the agent When the place was 
first viBited by , the party Gallagher was 
not there. Word was left that a friend 
would call for him after supper and 
wanted him to.take a buggy ride/ 

When the second call was made he 
was at home and was greatly crestfallen 
when he saw Mr. Doyle, the father of 
the girl whom he is charged with haying 
attempted to kill. After he was taken 
to the Kenosha county jail Sherifr Grif- 
fin was telephoned to come and get the 
prisoner. The sheriff was not at home 
and Constable William Cashmore was 
sent to Kenosha and landed him in the 
Lake county jail. 

The search for Gallagher had never 
been given up by State's Attorney 
Dady and he showed his interest in the 
case by going in person with Michael 
Doyle to Kenosha and assisting in the 
search for the man who is charged with

THE FISH HATCHERY BILL 



Passes the House and Was Assisted by 
Speaker Edward D. Shurtleff 

The Waukegan fishing law and fish 
hatchery bill passed the state house of 
representatives Wednesday by a vote of 
106 to 0, not a single nay vote being re- 
corded. 

The vote passed thus unanimously 
following the appearance on the floor of 
the house in its behalf of Speaker 
Shurtleff and a strong plea by him in its 
favor. 

The bill is a combination of the Capt. 
Richard Smith fishing bill, which pro- 
vides for a closed Beason uniform .with 
other stateB, and for a high license for 
alien fishermen from other states, and 
for an open season for perch and her- 
ring the year round, with the StearnB 
bill for a fish hatchery. 

Waukegan is allowhd $7,000 for a fish 
hatchery if , the bill finally passes the 
senate. 

The bill is admitted to be one of the 
finest measures the city of Waukegan 
has ever had awarded it- Thanks are 
due to Captain Smith, who drafted and 
worked hard for the bill; and Mr. 
Stearns, who urged its passage, as well 
as to Speaker Shurtleff.

Through the work of the University 
of Illinois ceramics departments a new 
line of industry may be opened in Lake 
county and with a hitherto • undreamed 
of source; . 

The department has made two discov- 
eries that maybe, of use at some future 
time to Lake county industries. 

They '* are: That the so-called 
joint clay of glacial origin of which 
there are many thousands of yards in 
Lake county, makes good brick: that 
clay banks hitherto worthless contain 
clays of great value in developing the 
the crystaline glazes for pottery. 
: Lake county, through the thousands 
of acres of glacially deposited clays and 
the clayj banks, is rich in clay, products 
of all kinds and it is confidently believed 
that experimentation here would develop 
a brand new gold of industrial develop^ 
ment'that is now neglected. 

The following official account is given 
of the discoveries made by the state 
university: 

The use of Illinois clays in the making 
of brick, sewer pipe and glazed wares 
may- bring ,the state a revenue of $70,- 
000,000 a year, according to figures fur- 
nished by -the University of Illinois to 
explain the importance and value of its 
Bchool of ceramics, founded' in 1906^ 
From the clays of Ohio a profit of ;$9,- 
000,000 a year is realized, while in Illi- 
nois the manufactures from clay annu- 
ally total only $17,090,000, less the cost 
of manufacture, $3,600,000, leaving a 
net profit of $14,000,000. The present 
advantage of Ohio is attributed to the 
teaching of ceramic arts. by the state as 
a result of which great industries have 
been created. 

In Illinois only three students have 
been graduated, but two of these are 
said to have already salaries of $2,500 a 
year. 

The investigations of the faculty have 
proven of practical value, and the ex- 
periments with the so-called joint clays, 
of glacial origin have shown it will 
make excellent brick, contrary to pre- 
vious belief. 

The composition of crystalline glazes 
from Illinois clays have been discovered 
and.it is found that the clay hanks that 
have been looked upon as practically 
worthless are capable of yielding wares 
of highly artistic merit and money val- 
ues in proportion. 

There are now few brick and tile 
plants in the county and the clay here is 
not at all used for pottery or pottery 
glazes. The main brick plants are at 
Wadsworth, Highland Park .and Rocke- 
feller and at all of them tile is one of 
the main products. The Northwestern 
Terra Cotta Company and the Illinois 
Brick Company, both near Highland 
Park, are the largest. 



Deacon Daniel Sloan of Zion City, 
famous as one of the late John A. 
Dowie's chief aides as the power.of the 
world famouB Bible classes, and as one 
of the principles in Dowie's campaign, 
on the Methodist church and the Masonic 
bodies, was Sunday received as a full 
fledged member of the First Methodist 
church of Waukegan. 

With him were his wife and daughter. 
The daughter is Mrs. Mabel Sloan Falch, 
ah accomplished musician. 

Membership was brought about by the 
reading by Dr. Burling of letters from 
the pastor of the Ravenswood Methodist 
church of Chicago,where the Sloans are 
former members. 

Sloan has had an eventful hiBtory and 
may be considered to have been one of 
the chief aides of the late John Alex- 
ander Dowie in building the Zion hier- 
archy to its zenith of pomp and power. 
• Originally the secretay of a Y. M. C. 
A.; branch in Chicago when he joined 
Dowie's band of followers he speedily 
arose to prominence. 

Always connected with the real estate 
of Dowie's enterprises the first, thing he. 
did after Dowie bought Zion was to go 
on the road with a stereopticon and lec- 
ture to prospective buyers on the advan- 
tages of the chosen city. 

Af terwardB he rieaded the Land and 
In vestment AssoHatiorra^cf£hTSecufi- 
ties department which dealt in all the 
stocks and bonds of Dowie' interests. • 
He also led the famous Bible classes 
which gained a world wide prominence 
and later when Dowie fell did not hitch 
with any faction but practically retired 
to "sit on the fence" as far as Zion 
affairs are concerned. 

Deacon Sloan is a hymn writer and a 
man yf talent and genius aB well as of 
astuteness and judgement. He has 
written a book of hymns the music to 
which he composed but which as he is 
not a musician his daughter and aids 
transcribed. It is hoped by the people 
who are interested in Lake County his- 
tory that some day the Deacon may be 
prevailed upon to write a complete his- 
tory of Zion City. 

After Deacon Sloan's letters were 
read he was cordially welcomed into 
fellowship as were the members of his 
family. 

It is said by some that Voliva in his 
sermon referred to the Sloan incident 
but no one seems quite sure. 

Voliva said: "I have something I 
wish I could tell you. .How I wish I 
could tell it you. But I have promised 
not to. I know that it would tickle you 
and I will say this much, that our pray- 
ers have been answered." 

Followers say that the answed prayers 
are to the effect that indepandents would 
either, be converted or leave the city. 
' The Voli vans say openly that Sloan 
seeks to be interested in the new 
Waukegan'Y. M. C. A. movement. 



Prosperous Lake County Official 
Buried By County he Served.' 

Amos A. Watterman, who was Lake 
county's first county clerk, formerly 
master of chancery of Lake County, 
and the first county clerk to officiate 
as clerk of the Board of Supervisors, 
after the .county went into township 
organization 'from the. commission form 
of government, died from old age at the 
county poor farm at Libertyville Sun- 
day night at the age of 87 years. 

At one time one of the most promi- 
nent residents of Waukegan his final 
days made a pathetic picture, for, sep- 
erated from his wife, he was compelled 
to go to the county farm to be cared for 
in his declining years, having no means 
of self support 

He was the man who erected the 
Berry Block in Wauhegan, that is he 
started it, but it was taken . from him 
before its completion, while he was in 
Texas looking after the estate of his 
brother who had died. Mr. Watterman 
had started the building and was called 
south and while away, things came up 
which caused him to lose what he had 
invested and other parties completed 
the building. 

Mr. Watterman who was an attorney 
was born in Genesee county, New York 
December 26, 1823, and settled in Lake 
County December 6, 1846; independent 
in politics, held office of county clerk 
for two terms, and justice of the peace 
sixteen years, admitted to practice in 
1857; and at one time had a large prac- 
tice in medicine; and at one time was 
also a large owner of real estate in Cook 
county, 111., and also in Michigan. 

Mr. Watterman had lived at the poor 
farm for the past dozen years and for 
some time past had grown quite weak 
as the result of advanced age. \ No 
children survive him. I 

The funeral was held from the Lynch 
undertaking rooms at Libertyville 
Tuesday afternoon at three o'clock, 
burial in the Libertyville cemetery. • 
• Because he was a county charge, it 
would ordinarily be the case that he 
would be buried in the poor farm cem- 
etery, but on account of his being an 
ex-county officer, it was felt that he 
waa-entitled-to-mdre'TionBideration and 
the county gave him a decent burial 
in the Libertyville cemetery.

A. Johnson,' engineer on the wrecked 
train \vas killed, W. J. Eckles, brake- 
man; W. C. Purdy, fireman and D. ' 
Stack, brakeman were the injured. 

Coroner Taylor was summoned ^U 
the scene of the wreck immediately and" 
worked there until after seven o'clock 
rendering assistance to the injured. - 

. He reports that Ecklesand Purdy are 
both severely scalded in addition to be- 
iing badly bruised. Stack, the head 
I brakeman, who now lies in the Mc Al- 
lister hospital in a precarious condition 
laid in the snow under a pile of wreck- 
age fifteen feet high from the time of 
the wreck until seven o'clock when he, 
was reached by the track cleaners. 
.He was pinioned beneath steel billets 
bags of nuts and broken pieces of • 
wreckage. He had been reported as 
killed when Coroner Taylor* who hap- 
pened to pass the spot, heard some one 
moaning. The injered man was feebly 
calling for assistance and at frequent 
intervals screamed that he would g» 
crazy from the excruciating pain. 

Working with a dull rus'tyold "^saw it , 
was over three hours before his.rescueravv. 
were able to extricate him from "the., 
wreckage, ■ Upon examination it was "« 
found that four or five of his ribs were- 
broken, one shoulder was broken jind' 
both feet frozen . After administering , v 
medicine the doctor placed him on a ri 
stretcher and he was hurried to theTibs^ 
pital. 

The train was a heavy one consisting 
of forty-twy cars and it was going at a 
lively clip down grade,' and fifteen of 
the cars were piled one on top of the 
other. 

Brakeman Eckles and Fireman Purdy 
were riding in the engine, and for that 
reason both were badly scalded by the 
escaping steam and hot water. Dr. 
Taylor has.dre3sed their wounds before 
he discovered that Stack was alive. 

It is thought that engineer Johnson 
was burned to death. His body was 
the last to be recovered. 

When the wreck occurred, the opera- 
tor at that point, telegraphed to Joliet. 
Two wreck trains were sent to .the 
scene of the accident, one from Joliet 
and a St. Paul wrecker from •Rondout. 
Upon their - arrival: they found one of 
the worst mix-ups that they, had en- ' 
countered in, years. 

■The engine was completely demolish- 
ed and a part of . it was found in the 
coal shed. 

A coroner's jury was impanneled at 
noon and permission was given for the 
removal of the body of the dead engi- 
neer to his home in Joliet. The taking 
of the testimony was postponed until 
the injured trainmen 'have recovered 
sufficiently to testify. 

Johnson waB a married man and had 
two children, hta home was in Joliet. 
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Uncle Ezra Says:

One of the most unique Initiation 
ceremonies ever attempted by the 
Mystic Shrine is being arranged to bo 
held In the crater of' the active vol- 
cano, Kllauea, on tho Hawaiian Islands, 
by Aloha templo in November, when 
the ceremonial session of the temple 
will be held, says the San Francisco 
Chronicle. The significant feature of 
the occasion will be that the candi- 
dates will nearer approach tho. real 
walk over, "hot sands" thnn any of the 
initiates on previous ceremonies of 
tho lodge. 

, Potentate Charles G. Bockus of 
Aloha temple, arrived In the city on 



tho liner Manchuria for tho purpose of 
making arrangements for the local 
Islam temple, of which William Crock* 
er Is potentate, to be present at tho 
ceremonies. 

The ceremonial session will bo held 
on Saturday morning- and afternoon. 
An Immense tent will bo erected on 
the edge of the volcano to nccommo« 
date the guests.. The party, with tho 
candidates, will descend Into the pit 
of the volcano, where the ceremonies 
.will. bo held in view of tho seething 
mass of burning lava below.

Glenn Brown, the Washington archl- 
tect who set in place Saint Gauden's 
memorial at the exhibition at the Her- 
ron Art institute ; in .Indiana, Is fa- 
miliar with Sculptor O'Connor's work. 
He says the figure of Wallaco Is one 
of the finest works of art among all 
the sculptures which Washington con- 
tains, j 

O'Conner was two years In execut- 
ing* the work. Gov. Hahly appointed 
the commission in June, 1907, naming 
as the members Gapt. John P. Megrew 
of Washington, William Allen Wood 
and William Henry Fox of Indian- 
apolis. 

* Tho ceremony of tho unveiling was 
noteworthy. There waB a groat gath- 
ering of public men and well known 
persons from , all over tho country. 
The memorial was unveiled by Gen! 
Wallace's grandson, Lew Wallace, Jr., 
George Dudley, an Episcopal clergy- 
man of Washington and a veteran of 
the Spanish-American war delivered 
the invocation.

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many others concerning which it is in a position to 
make definite hypotheses. . The time has now ar- 
rived when It is attempting to apply Its facts and 
principles to the solution of some of tho most Impor- 
tant problems of our. daily life. 

It is a matter of common knowledge that during the 
last few years there has been an ever growing attempt 
to cure diseases, both of the mind and of the body, 
through the tremendous power of suggestion. Prof. 
Munsterberg, In this country and others abroad, through 
experiments and; practical applications, have conclu- 
sively shown that our knowledge, of .the laws of mind 
may be used to relieve human life of. some of Its great- 
est ills. Probably no discovery In physical science prom- 
ises to bo of as great and lasting benefit to the world 
as the discovery of the power of suggestion as a law 
governing a large part of tho life of every individual. 
The time Is soon coming when no reputable physician 
will dare to practice medicine without some knowledge 
of the facts of psycho-therapeusis. 

Recently, and very largely under tho leadership of 
Prof. William Storm, of the University of Breslau. ox- 
tensive investigations • have been carried on. in regard 
to tho psychology of testimony. These investigations 
have thrown Important light upon a vital phase of court 
procedure and have shown its great weakness in many 
particulars. Soon this now field of applied psychology 
will be able to lay down definite Inws In the conduct of 
the examination of the witness. The time Is not, prob- 
ably, far distant when every -court- will have some officer 
attached to It who Is an expert In the psychology of tes- 
timony and who will bo able 'to correct many misunder- 
standings that are now current In regard to the essen- 
tial elements of the witnesses' report and tho extent of 
Its belief. 

In Zurich Dr. Jung has devised a methed'for discov- 
ering some of the most Important facts In regard to. the 
mental makeup of an Individual. This procedure ho 
calls the "dlagnostlcal association's method." Ho gives 
to. the subject to be tested, In succession, a list of 100 
words, to which the subject is to respond with the first 
association that comes into his mind' aftor the presen- 
tation of tho original word. Tho character of the asso- 
ciations formed and tho time ..which intervenes between 
the presentation of the stimulus word and tho response 
arc important elements In diagnosing the mental con- 
dition of tho individual, and in discovering essential facts 
in his previous history 1 'Tills method has been used with 
marked success in the discovery of crime and it prom- 
ises to be of great Importance in tho diagnosis of nerv- 
ous diseases and in the detection of the criminal. 

While the application of psychology to tho treatment 
of diseases, to the discovery of truth and to the detec- 
tion of tho criminal Ib'\ tremendously important, another 
• field of its application, while less spectacular and while 
not calculated to excito Immediately so great popular 
Interest, promises to be of more far-reaching conse- 
quence In the regulation of our daily life. This last- 
named field is in the psychology of learning and applies 
'to tho work of our 'entire school system, from the kin- 
dergarten through the university. The • leader. -In this 
.movement is Prof. Meumnnri, of the. University of Halle. 
During the laBt. decade Meumnnn and. his pupils have 
• 'been . attempting to discover tho most direct and eco- 
nomical methods of the acquisition of knowledge and a 
'large amount of material has been brought together, 
'many facts have been established and conclusions. of 
practical value obtained. It Is in this phnBO of the work 
t f applied psychology that the University of Illinois is 
(particularly Interested. For the last four years experi- 
ments have been carried on under tho direction of. tho 
; psychological- laboratory at Illinois, in regard to deter- 
j mining some of the most Important , facts concerning 
memory and kindred topics, the thought being that if 
the department f of psychology wore to be of maximum 
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service to the state In which it Is situated and to which 
it owes its- support, It should be able to show how the 
theoretical work of the laboratory can bo applied to 
the bettering of human conditions. 

The agricultural and the engineering experiment, sta- 
tions at the" university have been attempting to give the ,, 
practical men of the state Information In regard to the. 
best means of preventing wastes and of obtaining the 
greatest efficiency In the. various fields of the'lr endeavor. 
A similar attempt 1b being made by the department of 
psychology of the university to show to tho schoolmen 
of the state how they can save time and how they can 
so regulate tho environment of the school as to get the 
greutest results with- the least pdsslble expenditure of 
energy. 

All knowledge is based fundamentally upon memory 
and It Is quite obvious that If the most economical meth- 
ods of learning are discovered and applied tremendous, 
wastes In tho schoolroom will be saved. It is a striking 
fact that most students who come to the, university do 
not know how ,to properly memorize their material. They 
lose a very large amount of time that might bo saved 
greatly to their advantage, if they had tho simple knowl- 
edgeiof how to go about their work before them. What 
Is tnie of (he university student Is undoubtedly true 
even to a greater degree of tho pupils in" tho public- 
schools. It Is clear that If- the teachers know what was 
tho best method by which the pupil could memorize a 
certain material and could train that pupil in such moth-" 
ods of memory highly beneficial results would bo accom- 
plished. 

. Working along this line, some years ago the depart: 
ment' of psychology at Illinois Instituted a series of 
experiments to determine as far as* possible tho exact 
facts concerning what is technically know as the- Idea- 
tional types of school children and the relation of these 
types to the memorizing of different kinds of material. 
By the Ideational type the psychologist understands the 
sort of mental Imagery in which a person thinks— for 
example, if a child recalls in imagination a bird ho may 
do so by having a mental plcturo of tho bird as a vis- 
ible object or he may recall the bird in terms of tho 
song that It sings. It is further possible that he may 
not, in thinking of tho bird, see It mentally or recall its 
song, but thnt ho may merely see the word, bird, written 
or hear it spoken, or attempt to pronounce it himself. 
If he actually sccb the bird in hiB mind's eye he Is said 
to have concrete visual Imagery. If ho hears the song 
that it sings mentally, ho. is said to have concrete audi- 
tory imagery. If ho sees.not tho bird but the word, he 
is said to have verbal-visionary. imagery, and if Instead 
of seeing the word or hearing it he, simply has tho men- 
' tnl Imagery of pronouncing tho word, ho is said to have 
verbal-motor Imagery. 

It is then possible for the person In his ordinary 
thinking to employ either concrete Imagery, In which lie 
recalls the actual object as presented through somo of 
his senses, or to employ verbal imagery, In which latter 
cose 'lie docs not recall tho object at all, but in which 
ho recalls the printed symbol for. that object either In 
visual, auditory or motor terms. It is possible also to 
havo not only concreto visual and auditory Imagery but 
to have concreto motor Imngery as well. A person, for 
example, in mentally recalling a foot roco, may think 
of tho runner as ho appears ready, for the starting sig- 
nal, or ho may think of tho starting signal, or, finally, 
he may think of tho muscular sensations which come In 
running tho race. In this latter case ho would think of 
the runner -In terms of concreto motor imagery. 

Probably the football player, In recalling tho experi- 
ences of the game in which ho has taken a part, does 
not see tho plays as the spectator does from the grand- 
stand, but' recalls them In ( terms of the movements 
which he makes in executing them. 
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It doubtless makes a good deal 
of difference Just what sort of im- 
agery the school child uses in 
memorizing* his material, as to 
whether the best results are to 
be obtained or not and It is obvi- 
ously Important that the teacher 
should know, the character of this 
imagery if he is to deal adequate- 
ly with the pupil. Tho results of 
tho experiments by the depart- 
ment, of psychology at the Univer- 
sity of. Illinois clearly Indicate 
that most children In the begin- 
ning grades of the school . think 
predominantly in terms of ob- 
jects seen, that Is, they possess 
concrete visual Imagery and prob- 
ably, to a certain extent, also con- 
crete* auditory and motor imagory 
as well. Later on this concrote 
form of Imagining dies out. They 
think in terms of words and the 
actual experience behind these 
words becomes dim and obscure. 
The whole process Is to make 
their learning a thing of books 
and not a thing of vital, pulsating 
life. This Is a great advantage in abstract thinking. It 
is, however, a distinct hindrance In appreciation of cul- 
ture and art. If we wish to train our children to think 
accurately and abstractly we must train them, as the 
schools evidently are now training them, in the direc- 
tion of verbal imagery. If, however, we wish to de- 
velop artists, poets, men of letters, inventors and those 
with technical skill in' the various professions, we must 
see to it that this concrete Imagery is not lost; for if 
this loss takes place It will mean tremendous waste and 
disaster for many. 

The experiments further showed -that those children 
who thought in visual terms were best able to mem- 
orize material *w'ith a, visual content and that those who 
thought in auditory or motor terms were best able to 
learn material with an auditory or motor content. This, 
of- course, means as far as the application of results to ) 
school work Is concerned that the material which the 
child learns, must be In some way adapted to his idea- 
tional type, if the best results are to be accomplished. 

' This, perhaps, is not so vital a fact with the average 
child who haB many ways, it may be, in which he can 
imagine his experience, but there are always in every 
schoolroom numbers of exceptional children who are, 
very slow to get on In certain fields and who, neverthe- 
less are far from being mental defectives. To take a 
concrete illustration, there are children who have great 
difficulty In learning to read and yet who are often 
bright In other school subjects. It Is probable that such 
children have not developed the type of verbal-visual 
imagery. The Sprinted word falls to carry its proper 
significance. Such a child, obviously, must be treated 
differently from the average Individual. In tho first 
place, he may be helped In his reading by being in- 
structed to spell and pronounce words. The method 
of showing him words and having him grasp them as 
visual signs will bo a hopeless method of procedure In 
his case. Further, tho child may be aided by a sys- 
tematic attempt to strengthen his verbal-visual Imagery. 
There is ample evidence that children can be trained 
in any type of imagery and it Is the business of educa- 
tion to see that those who are defective In an essential 
type are trained to overcome, this defect. 

We cannot think for a moment of demanding the 
same sort of thing from tho child whose eyesight is poor 
that we demand from the child, of normal visual acuity. 
It is Just as foolish to expect the child who Is defective 
In a certain ideational type to do the work of a normal 
child as 1^ is to expect the child who Is defective "in his 
visual sensibility to accomplish the same results under 
the same conditions thnt the child of normal sensibility 
accomplishes. 

Another important problem which has been under- 
taken by tho psychological laboratory at tho. university" 
is to disco ver the most advantageous conditions; besides 
those .relating to tho ideational type, under which cer- 
tain kinds of school material may be memorized. At 
the outset'- of such an investigation the psychologist is 
confronted with the difficulty of selecting the sort of 
material for memorizing which will be sufficiently uni- 
form to be tried oh mnqy children and on the same child 
.at various times. It is quito evident that If we 'use tho 
ordinary materials of tho schoolroom, such as the child 
has had in his rending, geography and history room, 
that this material will not be of the uniformity desired. 
It was to avoid this difficulty that the psychologist, Eb- 
blnghaus, nearly 25 yenrs ago, tried a memory export 
ment, In which ho used for material nonsense syllables/ 
that is, certain syllables which .could bo pronounced and 
which yet had no significance; syllables, for example, 
like nec-doz-hux; Hore we have a relatively uniform 
material that has, for the, most part, little or no signifi- 
cance. 

Using this kind of material, several thousand school 
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children in Urbana, Champaign^ 
Bloomlngton, Danville -and in some ofc.. 
the normal schools, of the state have^ 
been tested to determine certain, con-£ 
ditlons under which they learn most 7^ 
advantageously. One of the questions \± 
asked in these investigations has been 
this: Suppose the child is' given some- 
thing to learn and', is asked to recall it 
later on, under what conditions during 
the interval between learning and re- 
call will his memory bo most reten- 
tive? The data obtained has been so 
extensive that it has not been com- 
pletely worked over, as yet. Some 
very interesting conclusions, how- 
ever, have been reached — among these 
this, that writing serves as a great 
distraction and that the child can ; re- 
call material better when the interval • 
is filled with such a strenuous activity - 
as number work, than when; It is 
filled with the 'writing of some 'famil- 
iar phrase, • as "My Country, 'tls-.'bf 
Thee." The greater distracting ten- 
dency of writing than of other school 
occupations shows itself particularly 
in the lower grades. It has also been 
found out that when young children- 
are required to learn by keeping per- 
fectly still they are at a disadvantage. 
If you wish to have the child learn un- 
der the most disadvantageous condi- 
tions, require that child to keep per- 
fectly still. 

The experiments at the" University 
of Illinois clearly show that oral com- 
position-is the most satisfactory meth- 
od of developing real power of expres- 
sion in young children. 
If it is finally determined how the 
Interval between learning and recall can be most: ad- 
.vantageously filled, then the arrangement of the school 
program of studies can be worked out on a psychology 
ical basis aud not on the more or less haphazard basis 
which seems to be the present plan, 

Among other problems In this field of applied- pay- ' 
chology which the department has undertaken or "pro- 
poses to carry out In the near future may be mentioned 
the following: 

1. What are some of the most advantageous condI< , 
tlons of learning to spell correctly? 

2. In learning, is it better to give all of the time tc 
a study of the subject matter-to be learned, or is it bet : 
ter *to devote a portioa of the time in the attempt to 
recall material that has already been mastered? 

3. Is It better, in. learning, to attempt to memorize 
the material by commencing at the beginning and run- 
ning through to the end consecutively and by repeating 
this process until the whole has been mastered or is it' 
better to learn a part and then another part, and so on? 

4. What method of presentation is more advanta- 
geous in learning? By this Is meant, specifically, is* it 
better to, present to the child material to learn orally or 
visually, and is it better to present the material simul- 
taneously or successively — that is, should the whole 
thing that he is' to learn be given at once or is ho to 
study one part and then the next and so on? 

lii considering the first of these problems it may be 
said that results at .Illinois clearly point to the fact that 
the method of teaching children to spell by giving the 
word as a whole and not breaking it up into syllables 
is not the psychological method and that the old method 
of syllabication with some pf Its obvious faults had dis- 
tinct advantages over some pf the extreme methods of 
to-day. 

Apropos the second problem it is clearly established 
by experiments at Illinois that there 1b groat- advantage 
In not spending the entire period of learning on study- 
ing the material presented, but that it is of very great 
advantage to spend part of this time In attempting to 
recall what has been shown. Train the pupil to look 
at tho page that he is trying to memorize for n period 
and then to turn his gaze away and in his mind's eye 
recall the printed matter. 

It_ is generally held by investigators that the best 
method of -memorizing is to learn the material by com- 
mencing at the beginning and running through the whole 
process to the end. The Illinois experiments brought 
out this fact, that in such consecutive learning there are 
certain parts that are mastered more quickly than oth- 
ers and that it is advantageous to first go over the whole 
material consecutively until the more easily acquired 
material is mastered and then to spend some time In 
learning those parts that are more difficult and to finally 
rel earn the whole consecutively. 

Now, in attempting to answer the fourth question, 
experiments havo been carried on at Illinois which show' 
rather clearly that the most advantageous way to pre- 
sent material to llttlo children Is visually and in succes- 
sion. Tho reason for. this. In part at least, is because 
successive presentation secures better attention than 
simultaneous presentation and that the word when seen, 
especially If it Is difficult, can be better comprehended 
than if It is merely heard. 

Tho foregoing account gives a statement of somo of 
the most typical and important experimental Investlga- ) 
tlons now In progress In tho psychological' laboratory at 
tho University of Illinois. As lias already been -Bald, the 
main emphasis Is being placed upon. tlio psychology of 
learning, more specifically on technique and. economy in 
our processes, of acquisition. At the same time ample 
scope Is given for tho theoretical, aspects of tho sub- 
ject 'so that the field in a general way may be covered 
and that those who wlBh to obtain-higher degrees In the" 
. subject may find ample opportunity' for j research In th* 
direction which interests them most

POSTAL 

SAVINGS 

DEPOSITORIES 

All postofllces of a class authorized to 
issue monoy orders and such others -as 
the Postmaster General designate are 
declared to be postal savings depositories- 
according to the Taf t postal savings bank 
bill. They are to receive deposits from 
the public and aro to-be kept open for 
the transaction of business every day, 
Sundays and legal holidays excepted, 
during the usual postofllce business 
hours of the town or locality where tho 
depositories are located. 

The deposits are to be destributed 
among the local banks on the basis of 
their capital and surplus, and the banks 
may give indemnity bands to insure the 
safety and prompt repayment of de- 
posits. At its option any bank mayde- - 
posit collateral security subject to the 
approval of the board. In the event 
that banks refuse to receive postal de- 
posits on the terms prescribed the funds 
may be deposited with the Treasurer of 
the United States. 

An account cannot be opened for less 
than" $1 and no more than $100 can be 
deposited in any one calendar month. 
All deposits must be in multiples of $1; 
but in order that smaller amounts may 
be accumulated for deposits, savings 
cards will be issued and 10 cent postal 
savings Btamps issued. Where these 
cards and attached stamps show an in- 
vestment of $1 or mnltiple thereof they 
will be received as deposits. 

Deposits in postal savings banks will 
draw 2 percent interest credited to the 
books of depositors once in each year. 
No person will be allowed to have a 
balance in a postal bank in excess of 
$500, exclusive of accumulated interest.

NEWS BRINGS GREAT RELIEF 



Thoucanda Pour Out Prayers of 
Thanksgiving — Danger Not All Past 
—Food Fight on— rQuarter of Paris 
Is Under .'Water, 



Pnrls.— Parte 1b \ saved. The Seine 
ceased to rlse.at 2:30 Saturday morn- 
ing. Its tributaries , are slowly falling; 

This bulletin, iBsued officially, 
spreading, over the darkened city by 
word of mouth faster than ever went 
message by the click of telegraph key, 
brought relief at the end of a day of 
greater Buffering, more desperate 
fighting than any since the inexorable 
river began to send its waters through 
tho streets of'. the city. 

ThousandB have/' already gathered 
to pour forth thanksgiving for the 
word of hope. The danger is far from 
over, but tho cry of "Will the end 
never come?" has been answered. 

Practically all hope had gone when 
the Seine gained* Its last Inch and then 
stood still. Rain began In driving 
downpour and great cakes of Ice, lib- 
erated from above, swept down and 
choked the river at the city's bridges, 
spreading the flood over a quarter of 
the city. , 

Hourly danger still threatens the 
city. The water has begun to fall in 
all of the affluents of the Selno above 
Paris, but the passage through the 
city Is clogged by bridges and an Im- 
mense accumulation of drift, and the 
seething waters have spread over new 
areas. Choked underground rivers and 
sewers are bursting their confines and 
playing havoc with the street, swamp- 
. Ing more cellnrs and threatening 
more fouudatlons of buildings. 

President Fallleres and Premier Brl- 
and drove In automobiles to the flood- 
ed suburbs where distress is greatest, 
speaking words of comfort to the 
homeless and encouraging tho soldiers 
and others engaged In salvage and res- 
cue work. . 

Nevertheless numerous pitiful in- 
stances are cited of women and chil- 
dren who had refused to leave their 
homes In the submerged districts, 
shrieking from their windows for 
bread. 

It is difficult to present a mental 
picture of the geographical limits of 
the submerged area of Paris, but, 
roughly speaking, it is estimated that 
the surface Inundated from' the Seine, 
which must not be confounded with 
the overflow In the back streets from 
burst sewers and subterranean rivers, 
covers about nine square miles, or one- 
quarter of the city. 

A commission of doctors was sum- 
moned Thursday to perfect plans to 
avert what they fear will bo an epi- 
demic of plague when the waters sub- 
side. The turbid streams In the tor- 
rential course have washed out grave- 
yards. 

fThe loss Is estimated at $200,000,- 
000. Hundreds of lives have been lost 
in the provinces; 100,000 people are 
homeless In Pans alone and already 
an epidemic of scarlet fever has ap- 
peared among the refugees at Ivry. 

Countless dead cattle have been 
swept along in the current and the 
great sewerage systems are dammed. 
This dreadful burden has been borne 
Into the great underground passages 
which underlie ParlB, and with this 
situation the city will have a dread ac- 
counting to make. 

All tho military barracks and pub- 
lic school buildings have been thrown 
open to the refugees. There are now 
100,000 homeless people within tho 
city limits and the problem of shelter- 
ing and feeding them during the un- 
usual conditions is one which has 
taxed the government to Its limit. Tho 
public subscription has reached $200,- 
000, $1,100 of which was contributed 
by the American chamber of 
merce. 



Told to Get Men "Higher, Up" and 

Then Ordered to Let Up, 

He Sayc. 



Washington.— When the Balllnger- 
Plnchot inquiry was resumed Friday 
all the members of the Investigating 
committee,'. together with .Mr. Pinchot 
and his dismissed assistants of the 
forest service, were promptly on hand. 
Secretary BaUInger was not present 
Attorney Brandels, representing 
Glavls, presented to the committee a 
long list' of papers and documents to 
be introduced In evidence, and a list 
of witnesses to be summoned. 

The attorney said ho' also wanted to 
call attention to certain letters which 
showed tho part Mr. BaUInger played 
as commissioner In directing the In- 
quiry. His purpose in this, ho said, 
was to indicate that President Taft 
and Attorney General Wickersham 
were mistaken when they reached the 
stated conclusion that Mr. Balilnger'a 
participation in the matter had been 
"merely formal." • 

Glavls told of a visit to Washington 
in December, 1907, when ho took up 
with officials of tho land ofllco the 
subject of tho claims; Ho told Mr. 
Schwartz that people in Seattle were 
saying that there would be no further 
investigation of the claims In Alaska 
and that the patents- would bo granted. 
After his Interview with Mr. 
Schwartz Glavls was conducted toBal- ( 
lrnger's office and as a' result of his 
visit to Washington and the story ho 
told was immediately placed in charge 
of all the Alaska cases. 

"What did you say to Commissioner 
BaUInger?" 

"I told him I thought we could can- 
cel all the Alaska claims; that a lot 
of well-known people had formed a 
pool and that the evidence would 
prove It." 

"What did Mr. BaUInger say to 
you?" 

"He said a number of the claimants 
were friends and former business as- 
sociates of his and that there had 
been a lot of talk that they would get 
their patents. 

"'Now, Glavls,* he said to me, 'when 
you get back to Seattle, I want you to 
let It be publicly known that you have 
started this investigation and that I 
want it tp be thorough. No matter 
whom it hurts, you are to go right 
after thom\ whether they are friends 
of mine or not.' " 

Glavls said ho went bnck to work 
happy and satisfied that there was to 
be a thorough investigation and that 
he had worried unnecessarily about a 
scandal. 

Glavls declared that December 13, 
190v, he had his Interview with Com- 
missioner BaUInger. January 7, 1908, 
less than a month after he had been 
directed to make tho Investigation, a 
letter was addressed to him by Mr. 
BaUInger stating that the Cunningham 
claims had been "clear-listed" from 
tho investigating division for patent 
January 22, 1908, Glavls sent a teler 
gram and letter protesting against the 
clear-listing of tho claims and they 
were withdrawn and sent back to the 
investigating division.

An hour later at 
Crestline the same train crashed into 
an automobile wrecking it and killing 
two of the occupants, while a third 
member of the party was fatally in- 
jured. 

The automobile party consisted of

and Charles Elchelberger of Hayes- 
ville, and Curtis Doerror of Mansfield, 
O. SIgler and Elchelberger were 
ground to pieces, their remains be- 
ing carried with the wreckago of tho 
automobile a distance of a quarter 
of a mile. Doerrer was Injured In- 
ternally.

B. & 0. MAY HAVE A STRIKE 

Trainmen and Conductors Threaten to 

Quit Because Company Refuses to 

Grant Their Demands. 

New York. — The trainmen and 
conductors on the Baltimore & Ohio 
railroad threaten to go on strike. 
Their demands for Increase In part 
have been refused, the officials -of tho 
road declaring that under no circum- 
stances will they accede to tho de- 
mands of the men. 

There Is, however, a slight hope that 
something will Intervene to prevent a 
rupture between the company and tho 
employes when tho two big chiefs of 
tho brotherhoods go to Baltimore to 
do all In their power to avert a strike. 



Blueflelds, via New Orleans. — Defin- 
ite news was received from Rama 
Saturday confirming previous dis- 
patches that Gen. Chamorro had de- 
feated the Madrlz force under Gen. 
Vasquez at Acoyapa in a battle that 
had continued since last Wednesday. 

Little actual news of the battle Is 
known, owing to the difficulty in tele- 
graph transmission betweonRama and 
Acoyapa. However, word from Es- 
trada assures a provisional victory, al- 
though it is believed from tho tone of 
his messages that his losses are 
heavy. 

Gen. Chamorro has been wounded. 
Ho led a charge on a battery midway 
between Acoyapa and La Libertad. 
The English gunners* fire worked 
havoc, but tho gunB finally were si- 
lenced. Hand to hand fighting for a 
great distance along the line en- 
sued. 

' Estrada now Is mobilizing his troops 
for an assault; on Managua. It is be- 
lieved the fight will be short and 
sharp. 

Provisional officers drew "up repre- 
sentations to Washington asking for 
recognition. These will bo cabled as 
soon as a full report of the battle is 
received. 

Managua, Nicaragua. — President 
Madrlz Is displeased on account of 
the untrue report that Gen. Medina 
has been acquitted. He fears a mis- 
understanding in tho United States. 
Tho truth is that the tribunal of 
Masaya absolved tho . subordinates in 
the Cannon-Groce court-martial, while 
holding itself Incompetent to try 
Medina. The supremo court of Mana- 
gua muBt decide this technicality or 
try Medina itself. 

Medina is defending himself in the 
newspapers. He brands Zelaya a cow- 
ard, trying to shift his own responsi- 
bility. Medina Bays Zelaya twice con- 
firmed the sentence and would have 
shot anybody disobeying the or- 
ders. 

Madrls is erecting military hospitals 
at Managua and Acoyapa in expectan- 
cy of a combat. 



INDICT 11 FOR CONSPIRACY 

Chicago Officials and Others Are 

Charged with Defrauding City 

Out of $254,000. 

Chicago.— Paul Rediesko, former 
deputy commissioner of public works; 
Michael McGovern, contractor; Otto 
Nelhof, his secretary; Richard Burke 
and John McNIchoIs, Inspectors for 
the city, were indicted by the grand 
Jury on "charges of conspiracy to ob- 
tain money by false pretenses and 
three other offenses in connection 
with the construction of the Lawrence 
avenue sewer. 

In addition to tfaeso the following 
were also indicted: Ralp Bonnell, 
engineer, who O. K.'d the work on the 
sower; Joseph Maher, 'city sower in- 
spector; J. C. Parks, assistant city 
engineer; Max Languth, superintend- 
ent for McGovern, and Robert Green, 
foreman for McGovern. 

The men are charged in tho true 
bill with having obtained 1254,000 
from the city through tho conspiracy. 
There are four counts in the indict-, 
ment. 

The bond of McGovern and Redloake 
was fixed at $20,000 each, and tnoao 
of the other indicted men at ?5,000 
each. They are specifically accused of 
conspiring to defraud tho city by lay- 
ing but one-sixth of tho. concrete and 
brick work called for in tho contract 
for the construction of tho sewer. 

The indictment was the sequel of 
weeks of Investigation by State's At- 
torney Wayman and his aids and was 
voted after several stormy scenes in 
the grand Jury room.

Auburn, N. Y.— A handsome thor- 
oughbred English setter dog belonging 
to Reginald P. Clifford, ran amtick 
through the principal streets of Au- 
burn Sunday and scattered crowds of 
churchgoers In every, direction. 

The canine, apparently afflicted 
with rabies, attacked men, women 
and children, and' although once cap- 
tured, It broke a chain In a barn, 
where it had been placed for observa- 
tion before being killed, and on a 
second rampage bit half a dozen men, 
including several prominent citizens, 
before being captured.- Six children 
and six men were severely bitten. All 
are under the care of doctors. The 
dog will be killed and the head sent 
to Cornell university for examination 
as to tho presence of hydrophobia 
germs.

VICTIMS MOSTLY ITALIANS 



There Is But Little Hope That Any 
Imprisoned Miners Will Escape 
Alive — Company Refuses 
Information. » 

Trinidad, Col.— A terrlBc explosion 
occurred at tho Primero coal mino 
Monday. Three miners .wore killed 
outright and 75 others are believed 
to be dead in tho mine. 

These 75 men wore entombed by 
tho explosion while at work and there 
seems Jiardly a chanco that any of 
them escaped, although it is possible 
that a few may havo gotten out on the 
other side of tho mountain. 

The Colorado Fuel & Iron Com- 
pany, which ownB'and operates the 
property, refuses to give out any in- 
formation regarding the explosion, 
claiming that both its telephone and 
telegraph .wire's to Primero are down.

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FLOOD GHOULS ARE SHOT 

Looters and .Pestilence Now Confront 

Paris Authorities as Waters 

Subside. 

Paris.— With the recession of the 
•waters of the- Seine, Paris Is begin- 
ning to feel the after effects of the 
flood. Monday the pavement on the 
corner of the Rue St. Lnzaro and tho 
Hue Caumartln subsided several feet. 

A house collapsed on the Rue Le- 
courbo shortly after It had been evac- 
uated by the tenants. On the Rue, des 
Entrepreneurs a huge gap was opened 
under tho cellars of several houses 
and the whole of tho ground floor of 
a house on the Impasse do l'Egllse Is 
undermined. ' Several, fissures havo 
opened In tho Qua! d'Orsny. 

Collapsing buildings and streets, 
however, are' not the most 1 serious 
problems confronting the authorities. 
Lawlessness and danger of pestilence 
have become tho Issues of the mo- 
ment Ghouls are taking advantage of 
chaotic conditions to" plunder boldly 
both In Paris and tho provinces. Re- 
ports tell of hnlf a score of looters 
shot and killed by soldiers. 

The feeling ngalnst tho Apaches 
was demonstrated In various dramatic 
Instances of pursuit in rowboats. Bat- 
tles between looters and pursuers 
were fought. Three Apaches were 
shot dead and two others banged to 
lamp posts as a warning. 

The authorities are devoting all ef- 
forts to preventing a general epidemic 
as tho floods subside. A hoiiBe to 
.house canvass is being made and tho 
people are warned not to re-occupy 
room which have been flooded until 
the quarters have been disinfected. 

As tho deposits of mud left by tho 
waters are removed from the houses 
quicklime will bo plentifully used and 
the floors and walls cleaned and white- 
washed or painted.

1904, 1905 and 1906. In the two fol- 
lowing, years there was a partial fail- 
ure. As tho years have passed, the 
•quality of the -buildings on the farm 
have been steadily improved, and are 
now as good as can be found in the 
, district About $10,0bp has boon in- 
vested in this way by Mr. Gulliomin/ 
Tho form consists of • 6,'880 acres, of 
which about 6,000 acres wore under 
crop this season.
